Sabotagé In Poland Indicates 
Anti-Communist Feeling Exists 


By JOHN MILES, from London 


ESPITE the suppression of all politi- 
cal opposition in Poland, the people 
there are stil] finding means of express- 
ing their hostility to the Communist re 
gime, Sparcely a day passes that does not 
bring some report, official as well as un 
official, of incidents of sabotage in the 
Polish cities and countryside. 


SENSATIONAL TRIAL 


One of the most sensational cases at 
the end of jast year was the tria] and 
conviction of 12 leading architects and 
engineers engaged on the reconstruction 
of Warsaw. Another a few weeks ago 
was the sentencing by a special] court in 
Katowice, Silesia, of nine directors of 


¢the Polish steel industry. They received 


terms of imprisonment 
to eight years. 

Sabotage and “activities against the 
state” were the main charges,in both 
cases. 


In the latter trial, the directors were 
accused of having deliberately misdi- 
recte? supplies of steel to places other 
than those ordered by the government. 
For example, steel allocated to Stettin 
Port for dock construction was alleged 
to have been sent to a box-making fac- 
tory in Cracow. 

For the past few weeks the Polish con- 
trolled press has been carrying on a 
strong campaign against what is called 
“middie class sabotage” in the textile 
industry. There is still a severe shortage 
of clothing and, despite controls, prices 
are rising daily. While there may be 
some truth -in the regime’s contention 
that it js a political oppositionist move 
on the part of merchants, undoubtedly 
the chief cause is black market activities. 
At the same time the security police 
in Warsaw, Lodz, Godansk and Cracow

NOVEL FORM 


In the course of the new campaign for 
the collectivisation of farms it has been 
disclosed that peasants working in col- 
lectives have deliberately wrecked ma- 
chinery by throwing in sand and nails. 
Others have slaughtered their cattle 
rather than deliver them up, A more 
novel form of sabotage is being adopted 
by farmers’ wives, some of whom have 
threatened to leave their husbands if 
they agree to join the collectives.

Save Thinning Plants 


By Sowing With Gadgets |=

er outlines, but is based nm the 
prophecies themselves, and is de 
signed to present the times and 
conditions under - 
prophecies were 
such a way as to make 
message intelligible and applic 
able to the life of today 

At the outset one should settle 
the matter of “major” and 
“minor” prophets. The 12 minér 
prophecies are brief in compari- 
son with the extensive prophecies 
of Isaiah, Jeremiah and Ezekiel 
but they are not minor in the 
sense of any moral 
inferiority 

On. the 
sages in 
Prophets” 
highest

The position of. the 
Prophets” in our Bible, comin 
after the great prophecies, might 
suggest, also, that they were 
minor in the sense of actually 
being later in time.

. OTTAWA (CP)—Home-builders in Canada and the United 
States have helped avert a crisis in the Canadian lumber 


industry. 

Wi J, Leclair, president of the 
Canadian Lumbetmen’s Associa- 
tion, sald Friday in an interview 
that the high demand for lumber 
in both countries has taken up 
the slack in sales caused by « 
decline in United: Kingdom pur 
chases. ° 

As a result, prospects for the 
Canadian lumber trade this year 
are “splendid—-we can't see any 
thing to worry about.” 

“Canadian construction ‘re- 
quirements,” said Mr. Leciair, 
“will pontinue to be heavy dur- 
ing coming summer and 
jthere is no indication whatever 
}of any break in the record de 
jmand throughout the United 
States.”

Most of the personnel involved, 
though not necessarily the top men, 
are the grown up “young punks” of 
the prohibition era. Many are mem 
bers of the former Capone gang 
The younger members of the gangs 
and syndicates are wayward youths 
who have been well-trained in the 
ways of crime by the older hands. 


GREW DURING WAR 


The syndicates really became big 
time during the war, while most 
citizens were preoccupied with the 
fighting. Since then they have per- 
fected their organization and con- 
selidated their gains, taking advan- 
tage of the fact that any postwar 
eta ts likely to be lax.in its attitude 
toward gambling and crime. 

Crime experts credit the syndi 
cates’ new techniques of operation 
for a considerable part of their suc: 
cess. In addition to their cagy use 
of the courts and maintenance of a 
correct legal facade, they have gene 
in for: 

Organized public relations activi 
ties and lobbying to sell the country 
and its public officials on legalived 
gambling. Their lobbies function in 
every state capital, striving to get 
laws rigged so their operations will 
be made easier—if not wholly legal. 
Thousands of loca) officials are on 
thefr pavrolis, and there is evidence 
their influence extends to Washing 
ton. 

Bold and ruthless plots are 
hatched to smear public officials 
who dare to fight the syndicates. 

Mayor Fletcher Bowron of Los 
Angeles describes this technique: 

“You can see their pattern of ac 
tion in cities all over the country 
They start organized whispering 
campaigns against honest city offi- 
cials, They will do everything they 
can to make the police jook ineffi- 
cent and corrupt. They even man- 
age to make good traffic officers 
look like brutes and bums with

The California Crime Commis 
sion believes that 20 per cent of the

For what's behind today’s situa 
tion, it is important to analyze the 
background of race wire syndicates 
and the slot machine rackets. They 
dominate the picture. A confidential 
report of the Citizens’ Corgmittee 
of Massachusetts and a progress re 
port of the California Crime Com 
mission paint the beginning this 
way 
STARTED IN 1907 - 

A telephone operator named Johp 
Payne first used telephone and tele 
praph wires to disseminate racing 
information into Cincinnati in 1907. 
Monte Tennes, a notorious Chicago 
gangster and one of Paye’s clients, 
teok over the service, greatly ex- 
pended it, and ran ‘t under the 
narne of the General News Bureau 
from 1911 until 1927. That year Moe 
Annenberg, owner of a recing pub 
lications firm, bought half of the 
service and instalied James M. Ra 
gen as general manager. 

Regen, using various degrees of 
violence, successfully eliminated all 
competitors and further extended 
it. On June 24, 1946, he was shot 
and killed as part of a long and 
bloody struggle by former members 
of the Chicago Capone gang to take 
over the service.

Cookery Of Beefsteak 
Varies With The Grade 


By GAYNOR MADDOX | * 


EEF STEAK and rib roasts are the pin-up cuts of meat to most, 
Runners-up in this popularity contest are hamburger, Swiss 


steaks, stews and pot |roasts. 


Cookery of beef varies according 
to the cut and the grade. For spe- 
cial meals you want the top-quality 
steaks for broiling or the rib roasts 
for oven roasting However, the 
everyday budget calls for the 
thrifty cuts, the lower grades of 
beef which lend themselyes to brais- 
ing. These are the basis for Swiss 
Steak, stew, or pot roasts and*the 
many delicious dishes prepared 
from ground beef 

Whether the cut is}; ane large 
piece such as a chuck or rump 
roast, or a twoinch-thirk blade or 
round-bone pot. roast round or 
flank steak, or cut intb cubes for 
stewing, the same method of cook 
ery is used. Cover meat with sea 
soned flour, brown in a small 
ampunt of fat and, with a little 
liquid added, cook siowly in a 
covered container until tender 

The terms “roasting” and “pot 
reasting” are often confused. Roast- 
ing, or oven roasting, where the 
meat is cooked in an open pan in 
the oven, is the method used for 
oniy the highest quality tender cuts. 
No water is added during the cook 
ing. This is sometimeg-réfersed to 
as a “dry heat method of cookery.” 


POT ROASTING 


Pot roasting is the method de* 
scribed above in which the meat 
is first browned and cooked in a 


covered pan. either in the oven or . 


on top of the range! in a small 
amount of water or other liquid, 
because the liquid added is neeaed 
to help tenderize the less tender 
cuts of meats cooked in this man- 
ner It is sometimes referred to 
as “moist heat cookery.” 

Typical of the pot roasting or 
braising method of cookery are 
the many ways of preparing and 
serving the ever-popular round 
steak This cut, even though 
called “steak,” should be cooked in 
a liquid to make it tender 


In purchasing round steak, plan 
en one-half te one-third pound per 
serving Have the. steak cut one 
to two inches thick for Swiss steak. 
Season and place on a well-floured 
cutting board. Cover with flour 
and pound with a meat hammer or 
eage of heavy saucer. “ Continue to 
turn, flour, and pound meat until 
all flour is taken up by the steak. 
Brown and braise in a small 
amount of liquid 

Cook with tomatoes or tomato 
juice in a small amount of woter

NEW YORK (NEA)—Is your 
girl a finicky eater?
